ca, 


parks which you have kindled, for whichyou muſt re- 
ceive of the Lord a lying down in ſorrow: Therefore ye 
who are crying our of deceit and deluſion; I ſay, be nor 
. deceived, for God will not be worſhipped or ſerved buc 
with his own ſeed onely; therefore weary him not with 
chat which is yours, and take heed of rejefing or ſlight, 
ting that meaſure of his own ſced which he hath given 
you to ſerve him with, even that in you which moves con- 

. trary to the world, and breathes after the Fountain from 
whence it came, that which ſcarcheth the hearc, yea, the 
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ſecrets therein, and makes manifeſc-the deceit and hypo- 
cryſic thereof, this is the feed of the kingdom in you,which 
is like a grain of muſtard {ced, and this is the ggace of God 
which bringeth'ſalvation,and hath appeared unto all men 
for this end, to lead our of the dark paths of fin and death 
and this is the light which ſhines in the dark heart of man, 
bur the darknefſe comprehends itnot ; but men loves the 
darkneſs rather then the light, becauſe makes their cru- 
el deeds maniteſt : and are not many of you ftrangers to 
this light, having your hearts yailed over with pac dark- 
neſſe,whilſt you are profeſsing and reading the Seriprures, 
and yer are queſtioning where they declare of, or: 

«light within > Oh how hath the God of this warld li 
xd the eyes of many, who are {tumbling ar that which is 
given them to lead Our of darkneſs, even that ſure word of 
Prophefie, unto which you might do well to take heed, 
as unto a light that ſhines in a dark pl:ce; untill the day 
dawn, and the day-ſtar ariſe in your hearrs; but how can 
ye profefle that ye know God, whilſt you are denying 
the light of his ſon within, in which the Father's reyca- 
led, and by which that that njay be known of God is made 
maniteſt in man; or is thefe another way to come-to the- 
knowledge of God, then by his light which ſhines in the 
heart, and gives the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of Godin the face of Jeſus : Was nor thisthe Apofiles 
Do&rine, and che end of their Miniftry , to turn people 
from darknefle ro this light, that ſo they might come 
to know him in them who is the light of the world, for 
they who know him onely outwardly atter the fleſh, 
they murdered him in whom the fulneſs of Light,Lite 
and power dwelt :. becauſe they knew him not that = 
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from the beginning, the word of life, the rock of ages, 
the bread that came down from heaven, the fleſh that was 
meat indeed, and the blood thar was drink indeed; they 
knew nor, neither had they heard the voice of God; or 
ſeen his ſhape, ar any time, for they were erred and gone 
forth from that which would have made him manifeſt, 
eventhe ſeed of that kingdome within them, which they 
were ſceking in obſervations without, and in the Scripture 
withoutthey did think to have eternal lifez but unto him 
that was the lite , ot whom the Scripture teſtified they 
would not come, but ſtumbled ar the {tumbling ſtone : 
now ye that deny that Chriſt liath enlightened all men 
with a light ſufficient to lcad to ſalvation , whoſe faith is, 
that God hath appointed a certain number before the 
world was unto 74 vation, and unto them he affords grace 
ſufficient to bring them to the end appointed them, and 
that all others arc reprobared to deſtruion, and yet ſay, 
that God gives ſo much of his grace to them, as may leave 
them without excuſe, and that may be ſutficient to con- 
demn bat not to ſave them ; notwithſtanding, God decla» 
reth, That he wills not the death of him thar dycth, bur 
rather that he would turn from his wickednefle and live, 
and that he hath given his Son a light into the world,thar 
it through hinfmighr be ſaved, and that he would all men 
ſhould be ſaved, and come to the knowledye of the truth, 
and that he is no reſpe&cr of perſons ; but though your 
faith doth (rand in reſpec of perſons, will you rthercfore 
make God to be like your ſelves, ſurely if you will bue 
come down and own the wiſdome of God, ye mightin 
it ſee your Principles to be ſuch that even {trikes at the 
root of the Juſtice of God, limits his mercy, and makes 
him a reſpe&er of perſons, and rherefore do I bear rw 
2 neſs 
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neſs againſt it, and do affirm that Ele&ion and Reproba- 
tion isnot in reſpeX or relation to perſons, but in the two 
ſecds, between which Gol hath pur enmity, there hath 
Godpaſr Ele@ion and Reprobation, and all men as the 
are in the fall in fin and tranſgreſsion are under the curſe 
and inthe ſtate of Reprobation, being joyned unto thar 
ſeed where the curſe and Reprobationis : therefore hath 
God in his love givea his Son to redzem man out of thar 
ſrace, from uader che power of the Serpent, azainunto 
himſelf, and iato his power and Dominion, who is the 
ſeed unto which the bleſsing is, and in whom the Ele&ion 
ſrands ſurc, unto as many as are in him, who is the light, 
andof whole fulne(s all have a meaſure,even of the grace, 
chat brings ſalvation, which unto all hath pied and 
the grace of God is 01e, and is not divided,though ſome in 
their dark imagination: diſtinguiſh between grace ſuffici. 
ent, and grace not {afficienc, or ſaving grace, and pre- 
venting or reſtraining grace;burl ſay the grace of God is 
perfect, and the lea(t mealure thereof I {utficient ro ſave 
to the utcermoſt all thole that give up rhemſelves to be 
led and guided by 1tg bur rhe {loacthtull ſervant hides his 
Lords Talent, and then complains of his Lord, bur he re. 
ceives his portion in utter darkne(s, whilſt he that had im. 
proved his rwo talents, recerved his portion with him'thar 
had ten;and this [ ceſcifie that ir is onely by grace that ſ4l- 
vation is wrougir, and not by any thing of mans own, for 
where grace is truly owned, there ſelf 1s as truly denied in 
all irs williag & workinz;tor when that is owned and join- 
&d to, which is Gods power, then all mans work which.he 
hath wrouzht, and all his fair buildings which he hath 
framed in ſelf, in his own power and wildome, though 
2lorious in appearance, yetall mulr be pulled down and 
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an utter deſo'ation muſt be known & witneſſed of what, 

tocvet hath been done our of the grace, out of the lighr, 
out of the life and power of God: And therefore 1 fay ta 
you again, Be nor deceived whilſc you are ſaying others 
are deceived &deluded;ye who are joined in that you call 
Church-tellowſhip, by the outward form of waſhing,try 
your ſelyas by the witneſs of God in your conſcences, 
whether you are yet truly come to the fellowſhip of the 
Church that is in God, which is the pillar and ground of 
truth; and whether you have known the bapriſm which ts 
by fire; and have you felt the flaming (word of the Lord 
killing che firſt nature in you , that which hath caten the 
forbidden fruic,and hath had its life in the pride,pleaſures 
luſt» and vanities of the world > And have: you known 
and felt the ng power of the Lord God raiſing 
up a ſeed,3nd bringing torth a birthin you which is not of 
the worlc, bur contrary thereunto > And are ye by ir led 
forth of the vyorld , out of the evil and vanitics thereof , 
bearing che daily croſs? Are you yet become as ſtrange 
ſigns» vvonders and gazing-ftocks in the Earth? Or are 
you not {till in the vyorld , and joined vvith them in their 


vvayes of pride, pleaſure and vanity, coveting to be rich 


in the things of this World, which can give no ſatisfacti- 
on to the loul> And are you yet come out of the cuſtoms 
and faſhions of this world, fuch as are vain and idle,wirh- 
out any ſhew of purity or godlineſs,but maniteſt the hearr 
unſavoury, and the tongue unbridled , yer are they cover. 
ed wich che naine of civil things > And are you not in the 
cuſtoms of the world , in reſpe&ing of perſons, and in 
bowing and bending to them, or rather co a ſpirit of pride 
inthem, which leek the honor of man ; aud thereby is 
that noariſhed and {trengrhened which muſt be _ hr 
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down ; aud laidlow, even the lofty looks of man; for 
there is nothing hononrable in man bur the image of 
God, and ſuch as bears his image are humble, meek and 
lowly, and ſeeks nor the honor of man, neiiher can {ſuch 
bow to that ſpirit of pride in any that ſceks to be honor- 
ed; and this cuſtom is covered with the Name of civil re. 
ſpeR, or civil curteſie or carriage, and thelike ; bur the 
eye that is pure ſces the root to be corrupr, and it no bet- 
cer then a cuſtom of the Heathen, and their faſhions and 
cuſroms are yain; and where the pure life of God is wit- 
neſled, there the heatheniſh nacure is flain, and the vanity 
is trodden under foot; Therefore 1 ay » Come all to the 
Witneſs of God, the light incvery one of your conſci- 
ences, where all may know and read their own conditi- 
ons, and that none may take up a reſt,and ſirdown ar eaſe 
ina profeſſion without the lite; but that ſuchas profeſs the 

Name of theLord might know his power who makes the 

finners in Zien afraid, and brings terror upqn the hypo- 

crites » and might know God to be a devouring fire, and 
everlaſting burnings, in whole pure preſence the workers 
of iniquity cannot ſtand noralbide to dwell , but ſuch as 
have innocent hands and a pure heart : Therefore let every 
one that nameth the name of the Lord , depart from iniquity,
